GEORGE S. HALAS built a successful career in his home town, progress- 
ing from a boyhood on Chicago’s West Side through Crane Tech high 
school and the University of Illinois where he won football, baseball and 
basketball monograms. 

But it’s as owner-coach of the Bears that he gained his widest renown. 
This is his 48th year as owner, his 40th as head coach and nowhere in 
professional team sport is there a match for his accomplishments. This is 
his personal coaching record (1920-'29; 1933-'42; 1946-'55; 1958 to the 
present):

victories, enlisted in U.S. Navy, left for duty November 1. Luke Johnsos 
and Hunk Anderson coached team remainder of the season). 

Halas served in the U.S. Navy in two world wars, enlisting after grad- 
vation from Illinois in June 1918 and re-entering again in 1942 and 
serving as welfare and recreation officer of the Pacific Fleet. He was 
decorated with the Bronze Star and in 1956, received the Distinguished 
Public Service Award from then Secretary of the Navy Charles S. Thomas. 

Halas was a member of the 1918 Great Lakes eleven and starred at 
end on January 1, 1919 when the team won the Rose Bowl game. After 
leaying as an ensign in the spring of 1919, he played outfield for the 
New York Yankees but a leg injury hampered his baseball career. In 
1920, he founded the present Bears as the Decatur, Ill., Staleys, repre- 
senting a starch company. In 1921, the team was moved to Chicago and 
the name changed to Bears because Wrigley Field, the home gridiron, 
also was the home of the baseball Cubs. 
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LUKE JOHNSOS, going into his 39th season, is 
surpassed in length of service with the Bears only 
by Halas. He started as a player in 1929, fol- 
lowing his graduation from Northwestern where 
he was a sixty-minute performer at end on of- 
fense and defense. Johnsos got in nine seasons 
with the Bears and, becoming an assistant coach 
upon retirement, he now has an enviable career 
record of having figured in seven of the eight 
world championships—a player in 1932-'33; co- 
JOHNSOS head coach in 1943; assistant in 1940-'41; 1946 
and 1963. He lettered in baseball as well as 

football at Northwestern and got a tryout with the Cincinnati Reds. 
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JOHN L. “PADDY” DRISCOLL first came to the 
Bears as a player from 1926-’30, then returned 
in 1941 as an assistant coach. He has been on 
the staff continuously since and in 1956-57, was 
head coach with a Western Conference first place 
in his first season. In recent years, he has been 
director of research and planning. Two years 
ago, Driscoll’s many contributions to the sport 
were recognized when he was named to the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. He is a native of Evans- = 
ton who sfarred at Northwestern and later was DRISCOLL 
Halas’ team-mate on the 1919 Great Lakes elev-

Cardinals, coaching them in 1921-’22. Paddy 
was a Chicago Cubs infielder in 1917. He holds 
two NFL drop kicking records. Besides his pro 
tenure, Driscoll coached at Marquette and at Chi- 
cago St. Mel’s high school. 
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PHIL HANDLER is in his 38th consecutive NFL 
campaign, as a player or coach. He came to the 
Bears in 1952 after having been associated with 
the Cardinals from 1930 on, first as a player and 
then, from 1943-’45, as head coach. He coached 
the Bears’ offensive line at the outset of his ca- 
reer with them but this will be his third straight 
year as defensive line coach, a position to which 
he was shifted in 1965. Handler has effected a 
remarkable improvement in rushing defense — 
from 1,863 enemy yards running allowed and a 
4.3 yard per carry average in 1964, the figures 
have been reduced in two years to 1,604 yards 
and a 3.4 average in 1966. Handler is a Texas 
Christian grad who ranks as one of the greatest 
Southwestern Conference guards of all time. He 
also is vice president in charge of sales for the 
Douglas Lumber Co., Chicago. 
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ABE GIBRON is in his second season as offensive 
line coach, a position he held for five previous 
years with the Washington Redskins. It’s also his 
eighteenth NFL campaign as a player or coach. 
Gibron’s first coaching year with the Bears, 1965, 
saw a step-up in line blocking that resulted in a 
spectacular offense accounting for an all-time 
high team scoring record of 409 points. He is a 
native of Michigan City, Ind., who was All-Big 
Ten guard at Purdue before playing regularly for 
seven seasons with the Cleveland Browns, one 
with the Philadelphia Eagles and two with the 
Bears (1958-59). He was a key-man on six 
straight Eastern champions at Cleveland, three of 
which won world titles, and he was all-NFL in 
1955 as well as a five-time Pro Bowl competitor.

JIM DOOLEY enters his second season as coach 
of the defense. He has taken a major, active 
part in this area since he retired as a player in 
1962. Modernization has been the keynote with 
the accent on greater coordination of linemen 
and backs on pass defense. Results are evident 
—from 3,086 passing yards and 18 touchdowns 
by that route in 1965, there was a reduction to 
2,367 and 12 in 1966. One of Dooley’s major 
revisions shifted Dick Evey from defensive end 
to weakside tackle, in order to balance team 
speed. Evey last year led the front four on rush- 
ing the passer and on tackles and assists. Doo- 
ley, a no. 1 selection from Miami of Florida, 
played defense for the Bears as a rookie in 
1952. Thereafter, until his retirement as a play- 
er, he was a regular offensive end who is fourth 
among all-time Bears’ pass catching leaders. 
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SID LUCKMAN has been in a playing or advisory 
role with the Bears since 1939, designated spe- 
cifically as quarterback coach in recent years. In 
twelve seasons as quarterback, Luckman led 
world title winners in 1940, ‘41, ‘43 and ‘46; 
won AIl-NFL honors from 1941-'47; and the Most 
Valuable Player Award in 1943. In 1965, he 
was inducted into the Pro Hall of Fame. Luck- 
man long ago won unanimous recognition as the 
most successful early practitioner of the 'T” for- 
mation. He retired as player in 1951. He is a 
Brooklyn product who starred at Columbia Uni- 
versity and from that era, earned a place in the 
Collegiate Football Hall of Fame. He is vice pres- 
ident of CelluCraft Products Corp. 
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ED CODY is backfield coach for the third year with the Bears, for whom 
he was linebacker, halfback and fullback in 1949-50. He has been a 
strikingly successful head coach in the college field with a career record 
of 68 victories, 31 defeats, three ties at University of California at Santa 
Barbara and San Bernardino Valley College. At Santa Barbara, he de- 
veloped Johnny Morris into stardom. He also has been defensive coach 
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The Coaches (Continued) 


at Washington State University and with the Oakland AFL Raiders. Be- 
fore joining the Bears, Cody played for the Green Bay Packers. He is 
from Newington, Conn., but he graduated from Purdue where, as a sen- 
ior, he was captain, Big Ten scoring and ground gaining leader.

BABE DIMANCHEFF, third Purdue alumnus and eighth ex-Bear on the 
coaching staff, is in his second year as director of player personnel and 
assistant coach in charge of pass receivers. He was with the Bears in 
1952, following seven years with the Boston Yanks and the Cardinals. 
An all-American fullback, he was Boston’s no. 1 selection for 1945. Since 
his retirement as a player, he coached the Pittsburgh Steelers backfield 
1957-'60; the Dallas Cowboys’ offense, 1960-’62; and was head coach of 
the United Football League champion Canton Bulldogs in 1964, winning 
Coach of the Year honors. In 1965, he coached the Philadelphia Conti- 
nental League Bulldogs. 
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CHARLES “CHUCK” CHERUNDOLO is a 27-year NFL veteran, ten of his 
seasons having been spent as a lineman with the Cleveland Rams, the 
Eagles and the Steelers. This is his second year on the Bears’ staff fol- 
lowing service as defensive coach for the Washington Redskins, the Ea- 
gles and the Steelers. He was an unanimous All-American center at 
Penn State and, going into pro football, he was chosen all-NFL several 
times. Between 1942-'45, Cherundolo saw world war 2 action in the 
U.S. Navy.

ED ROZY is a twenty-year man with the Bears 
this season. He is a dedicated career man in 
athletics who, after lettering as a football guard 
at Marquette, became intramural director of ath- 
letics in his senior year (1932-'33). He retained 
the position after graduation and for twelve 
years, was trainer of all Marquette athletic teams 
as well as coach of freshman football, boxing, 
wrestling, tennis, golf and fencing. Rozy was a 
U.S. Navy lieutenant from 1944-’47 and joined 
the Bears in 1948.

BRUCE ALFORD K 6’ 185 Texas Christian Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, D-5 Born: 4-21-'45, Fort Worth 
In three varsity seasons at TCU, Alford had 20 field goals out of 32 
attempts, his longest being a 48-yarder. Ten of his three-pointers were 
30 or more yards each. He also booted 32 conversions. From his junior 
year in high school on through TCU, he had 96 extra points of 98 tries 
and over one stretch had 63 consecutive conversions. His toe was re- 
sponsible for six victories during his varsity career, three of them over 
Baylor. In another, a 25-10 win over Texas, Alford kicked four field 
goals (19, 27, 41 and 31 yards) for a Southwest Conference record. His 
dad, Bruce, Sr., is a former TCU and New York Yank pro end who in 
recent years has been an NFL official. Offseason home: Fort Worth. 


DUANE ALLEN TE 6’4” 225 Santa Ana 7th Season 
Joined Bears: 1966, F.A. Born: 10-21-'37, Alhambra, Cal. 

Allen has had previous NFL experience with Pittsburgh and Los 
Angeles, the latter team having made him their no. 9 choice at the 
player selection meeting for 1961. Before attending Santa Ana, he 
competed at Mf. San Antonio, Cal., and at both schools, he was named a 
junior college All-America. Offseason home: Alhambra, Cal. 


MARTY AMSLER DE 6/5” 255 Evansville State Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, Wheeling Cont’! Born: 10-26-'42, Evansville, Ind. 

Amsler became a regular defensive end with the Wheeling lron- 
men at midseason of 1966. He was a top favorite with fans because of 
his good speed, pursuit and aggressiveness. Amsler attended the Uni- 
versity of Indiana before going to Evansville State College. Offseason 
home: Evansville.

Bivins has been reserve tight end the past two seasons after having 
seen service for varying periods at running back and fullback in pre- 
vious years. He also had been on kick return units until 1965. His 
career total of 1,531 yards on 62 returns are a team high on kickoff 
runbacks. Offseason home: Chicago. 


DENNIS BREWSTER G 6’2” 245 Brigham Young 2nd Season 
Joined Bears: 1966, D-6 Born: 10-6-’43, San Antonio, Tex. 

Brewster was on the reserve squad all of 1966. At Brigham Young, 
he was selected as offensive guard on the second Western Athletic Con- 
ference All Star team of 1965. Brewster prepped at lolani high in Hono- 
lulu. Offseason home: San Antonio. 


CHARLIE BROWN DB 6'1” 193 Syracuse 2nd Season 
Joined Bears: 1966, D-2 Born: 9-12-'42, Massillon, Ohio 

Brown saw some service at a defensive back in his rookie season 
and he also was used on the kickoff and punting teams as well as on

kickoff returns. At Syracuse, he averaged 4.4 yards a carry as a sopho- 
more running back, but he was shifted to defense for his last two seasons 
and led the team in pass interceptions. Brown also was leading tackler 
in secondary and was All-East in 1964-’65. Offseason home: Massillon. 


DOUG BUFFONE LB 6’3” 230 Louisville 2nd Season 
Joined Bears: 1966, D-4 Born: 6-27-'44, Yatesboro, Pa. 

Buffone improved steadily throughout 1966. He got in quite a bit 
of playing time at left linebacker, although it was as an alternate for 
defensive captain Joe Fortunato. Buffone also performed on special 
units, including the goal-line defense platoon. He has fine speed and 
aggressiveness. At Louisville, his last two seasons saw him credited 
with 270 unassisted tackles, 87 assists and six opponents fumbles re- 
covered. In Senior Bowl game at Mobile, he was named South’s out- 
standing lineman in 27-18 win over North. Offseason home: Yatesboro. 


RUDY BUKICH QB 6'2” 205 Southern Cal. 13th Season 
Joined Bears: 1962, T-Pittsburgh Born: 12-14-'32, St. Louis, Mo. 
After winning his first NFL passing championship in 1965, Bukich

had a less satisfactory season in 1966. In ‘65, he ranked first among 
quarterbacks in low percentage of interceptions (2.9); was second in 
average yards per attempt (8.46); third in completion percentage (56.4); 
and fifth in total touchdowns (20). In 1964, when his 99 completions out 
of 160 gave him his best NFL season up to then, Bukich tied a league 
record for consecutive completed passes, thirteen in a row. He was the 
Los Angeles Rams second player choice for 1953 and since, has been 
with Washington and Pittsburgh in addition to the Bears. Offseason 
home: Newport Beach, Cal. 


RON BULL RB 6’ 200 Baylor 6th Season 
Joined Bears: 1962, D-1 Born: 2-2-'40, Kingsville, Tex. 

Bull’s 1,822 career yards rushing place him ninth on the Bears’ all- 
time list, within range of those immediately ahead, George Gulyanics, 
2,077; Gary Famiglietti, 1,926; and Beattie Feathers, 1,839. His best 
single season was 1965 with 417 yards and a 4.6 average. In 1963, 
slowed by injuries up to mid-season, he carried much of the offensive 
load down the stretch. In the 14-10 championship win over the Giants, 
Bull’s iron-man performance late in the final quarter preserved the 
victory—on the last two sequences of Bears plays, Bull carried ten out of

thirteen times, driving for two vital first downs and missing another by 
less than a foot. Offseason home: Park Ridge, Ill. 


DICK BUTKUS LB 6’3” 245 Illinois 3rd Season 
Joined Bears: 1965, D-1 Born: 12-9'42, Chicago 

Butkus’ two NFL campaigns have been eventful and productive. He 
was all--NFL linebacker as a rookie and in both years, was a member 
of the West team in the Pro Bowl. Six pass interceptions for 90 yards 
return and nine opponents’ fumbles recovered are his statistical marks. 
He is a native Chicagoan who was an all-state fullback at Vocational 
high school before enrolling at Illinois. There, he was shifted to line- 
backer on defense and center on offense and as a senior, was an All- 
American as well as American Football Coaches Association choice as 
Player of the Year. As co-captain of the College All Stars, he made or 
assisted on fifteen tackles and blocked a fourth quarter field goal at- 
tempt but the champion Browns won, 24-16. In Most Valuable Player 
balloting, he was second. He was named defensive co-captain this 
season. Offseason home: Chicago Heights. 


JIM CADILE G 6’3” 240 San Jose State 6th Season 
Joined Bears: 1962, D-4 Born: 7-16-’40, San Jose, Cal. 
Except for an early injury that reduced his activity to only 18 plays

Carter set five NCAA records and tied a sixth during his years at 
Brigham Young—careerwise, most offensive plays, 1,059 passes and 
rushes; most yards total offense, 6,354 yards; most touchdowns respon- 
sible for, 68; and tied the record of most touchdown passes, 50, set by 
Babe Parilli, Kentucky. In the 1966 game against Texas Western, Carter 
set two more records, most yards passing in one game, 513; and most 
yards total offense, 599. His 2,545 yards total offense (2,182 passing, 
363 rushing) led the nation last season. Carter also was co-captain of 
North squads in two post-season victories, the Blue-Gray (14-9) at Mont- 
gomery, Ala., and the Senior Bowl (35-13). Offseason home: Provo. 


BOBBY JOE GREEN JOHN JOHNSON 
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JACK CONCANNON QB 6/3” 205 Boston 4th Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, T-Philadelphia Born: 2-25-'43, Dorchester, Mass. 

The Bears got Concannon and a 1968 draft choice in a trade that 
sent Mike Ditka to the Philadelphia Eagles. Concannon, the Eagles’ no. 2 
selection in 1964, saw only infrequent action until last December when 
he took over as regular quarterback, beating Pittsburgh, 27-23, and 
Cleveland, 33-21, in the stretch drive that meant a tie for second place. 
In those two games, he completed 20 passes for 251 yards and ran 22 
times for 169. In three seasons with the Eagles, he completed 45 out of 
103 pass attempts for 637 yards and four touchdowns, with eight in- 
terceptions, and he ran 50 times for 433 yards and three touchdowns. 
He was an all-American at Boston College and is as proficient a runner 
as he is a passer. He has :09.9 speed but, protesting any description of 
himself as a scrambler, says: “Just take off the ‘sc’ and call me a 
rambler.” Offseason home: Runnymede, N.J. 


FRANK CORNISH DT 6'6” 270 Grambling 2nd Season 
Joined Bears: 1966, D-11 for 1965 Born: 6-20-’44, New Orleans 

Cornish saw a lot of service as a reserve defensive tackle in his 
rookie season and improved rapidly. He compiled a fine record on

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tackles and assists. His best single game showings were against the 
Cardinals, when he had nine unassisted tackles, and the Lions, with 
seven. At Grambling, he was a two-way performer who received the 
unanimous vote of all seventeen coaches in the Southwestern Conference 
as all-star offensive and defensive tackle. He also was named to the AP 
Small College All American and as a senior, he received the Washington, 
D.C. Touchdown Club’s Lineman of the Year Award that had been voted 
to Dick Butkus in 1965. Offseason home: New Orleans. 


DON CROFTCHECK G _  6'1” 230 Indiana 3rd Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, T-New Orleans Born: 9-12-’42, Allison, Pa. 


Croftcheck came to the Bears two days before the start of training 
camp on a trade that sent veterans Doug Atkins and Herman Lee to 
the New Orleans Saints. The latter team had obtained him as one of 
the three Washington players chosen in the expansion draft. Croftcheck, 
described as the best running guard in Indiana history, was all-Big Ten 
and also made several All-America selections in college. The Redskins’ 
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eighth choice at the NFL selection meeting, he broke in as a regular 
guard in his rookie season of 1965. He also played some tackle. Of- 
season home: Allison. 


AL DODD DB 6’ 180 N.W. Louisiana State Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, D-4 Born: 8-21-'45, Harvey, La. 


Dodd set an NAIA (small college) career interception record with 
31 for 494 yards return in four seasons. He also ran back 62 punts for 
845 yards and 42 kickoffs for 844. Long touchdown runs include a 95 
yarder in 1966; a 51 yarder in 1965; a 62-yarder in 1964, all on punt 
returns; and a 58-yard return of an interception in 1965. Dodd was an 
NAIA All-American choice, All-Gulf States Conference selection three 
straight years; and a starter in the Senior Bowl. As an added distinction, 
he is the only player in Northwestern Louisiana State history to have his 
number (41) retired, Offseason home: Gretna, La. 


RICK DUNCAN K _ 5/10” 208 €E. Montana State Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, Wheeling Cont’! Born 8-14-’40, Mattoon, Ill. 


Duncan was in the Bears camp last summer but later joined the 
Wheeling Ironmen and led the Continental League in field goals (15 out 
of 28), added 22 extra points of 23 and was seventh in scoring with 67 
points. His longest field goal was a 51-yarder. Duncan also was fifth in 
punting with a 38.6 average. Duncan went from Mattoon high school to 
Eastern Montana State and in 1959, was 12th among the nation’s col- 
legiate punters with a 43.2 average. In 1962, he transferred to Pierce 
Junior College, Woodlands, Cal., and had a 41-yard punting average. 
Offseason home: Canoga Park, Cal. 


DICK EVEY DT 6’4” 245 Tennessee 4th Season 
Joined Bears: 1964, D-1 Born: 2-12-'41, State College, Pa. 


Evey, one of the NFL's deadliest interior defensive forwards, is the 
latest example of the Bears’ success at designating a lineman as a no. 
1 choice at the player selection meeting. Others in the imposing array 
of no. 1 line choices are Joe Stydahar, Bulldog Turner, Earl Leggett, 
Chuck Howley and Dick Butkus. Originally, Evey was to have been 
used on offense but injuries that cut into the defensive sector in his 
rookie year caused his shift. That season (1964), he recovered four 
opponents fumbles. Last year, shifted from defensive end to tackle in 
order to get more speed on the front line, he led in tackles, 57; assists, 
42; and in “sacking” the quarterback, which covered plain harrassment 
resulting in hurried throws to actually tossing him for a loss, 30 times.

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JOE FORTUNATO LB 6’1” 225 Mississippi State 13th Season 
Joined Bears: 1955, D-8 for 1953 Born: 3-28-'31, Mingo Junction, O. 


Fortunato, Bears defensive co-captain since 1963, has broken 
into four statistical categories in his dozen NFL campaigns. In one, he 
shares a league record with 22 opponents fumbles recovered, a mark 
that ties the retired Andy Robustelli of the Giants and the Rams. 
Fortunato also has scored three touchdowns, including one last season 
when he picked off a Johnny Unitas fumble and scampered 24 yards 
for the score. In 1956, he returned a pass interception 27 yards and 
in 1957, drove over from the one for a touchdown from the fullback 
position. He was selected all-NFL outside linebacker in 1963, ‘64 and 
‘65 and has been with the West team in the Pro Bowl four times. At 
Mississippi State, Fortunato was a fullback who, in 1952, averaged 6.09 
yards per carry.

On third down, Gentry inter- 
cepted another Tarkenton pass to snuff out the drive and the Bears 
moved to a field goal that raised their final margin to 41-28. Gentry 
was an all-Central Intercollegiate Athletic Conference defensive half- 
back selection at Maryland State. Offseason home: Chicago. 


BOBBY JOE GREEN K 5’11” 175 Florida _ 8th Season 
Joined Bears: 1962, T-Pittsburgh Born: 5-7-‘36, Vernon, Tex. 


Green is third in the list of NFL punters with high career averages. 
He has averaged 44.36 on 479 punts as against 44.93 on 338 for the 
retired Sammy Baugh and 44.83 on 488 for still active Tommy Davis, 
San Francisco. Last year, Green’s 41.98 average on 80 punts was his 
lowest in seven NFL campaigns. His single season high came in 1961 
when he averaged 47 on 73. Offseason home: Gainesville, Fla. 
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TOM GREENLEE DB 6’ 205 Washington Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, D-4 Born: 5-11-’45, Seattle 

Tom was chosen at defensive end on three major All-America teams 
last season—the AP, the UPI and the American College Football Coaches 
Association. He was Washington’s top statistical performer defensively 
with 60 unassisted tackles, 58 assists, one interception and one recovery 
of an opponents’ fumble. He was an offensive back in high school and 
as a freshman at Washington, led the team in rushing. However, he 
was shifted to defense as a sophomore.

RANDY JACKSON T 65” 245 Florida 2nd Season 
Joined Bears: 1966, D-4 Born: 3-6-’44, Lake City, Fla. 

Jackson was retained on the reserve squad last season. He’s basi-

Jones is one of the swiffest young men in the nation with a :21.2 
for the 220 yard dash that is only one full second over the world 
record set in the 1964 Olympic games. He also has run the 50 in :05.5 
wearing football shoes. At San Diego State, two of his touchdowns 
were pass receptions for 50 and 43 yards, respectively. He also played 
defensive safety and returned one interception 98 yards and another 
for 41, both touchdowns. He is a member of 1967 College All Stars in 
Chicago Tribune classic. Offseason home: Claremont, Cal. 


JIMMY JONES E 6’2” 187 Wisconsin 3rd Season 
Joined Bears: 1965, D-6 for ‘64 Born: 3-3-’41, Washington, D.C. 

In two seasons as regular split end, Jones has caught 49 passes for 
854 yards and nine touchdowns. His best single day came in his rookie 
season when he got 114 yards on three catches against the San 
Francisco Forty Niners here.

Kuechenberg was on the Bears’ ready reserve throughout 1966. 
Signed by the Dallas Cowboys in 1965, he made a good impression at 
their training camp but his weight—around 202—was considered too 
light for linebacking chores. Kuechenberg then went with the Philadel- 
phia Continental League team and had a good season in 1965. He 
now is 10-15 pounds heavier than when he first went to the Dallas camp. 
At Indiana, he was a Golden Gloves heavyweight boxing champion, 
Offseason home: Hobart.

Livingston, injured in the preseason game against the Green Bay 
Packers at Milwaukee, required surgery for damage to his knee 
cartileges and ligaments and he missed the entire 1966 schedule. His 
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brief NFL debut in 1964 was highlighted by an 86-yard kickoff return 
for a touchdown against Minnesota. Injuries plagued him through much 
of 1965 but he wound up with 363 yards on 63 carries and 12 pass 
receptions for 134, His brother, Warren, is a defensive back with the 
Dallas Cowboys.

GARRY LYLE RB 6'2” 198 George Washington Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, D-3 Born: 10-20-’45, New Martinsville, W. Va. 


Lyle, one of the east’s finest all-around athletes, got in two varsity 
campaigns before George Washington University in the nation’s capitol 
dropped football for 1966. In 1964-’65, he broke into seven different 
statistical categories—962 yards rushing and seven touchdowns on 224 
carries; 750 yards and eight touchdowns out of 60 pass completions in 
129 attempts; 213 yards on 24 punt returns; 305 yards on 13 kickoff 
returns; two pass receptions for seven yards; three pass interceptions 
plus two more on conversion attempts; one blocked field goal attempt; 
17 extra points booted out of 20 and five field goals out of nine. Off- 
season home: Verona, Pa.

Morris suffered damage to knee cartileges on the second play of 
the Bears’ second game of 1966, against the Rams at Los Angeles. 
There wasn’t a defender within 15 yards of him as he ran a pass 
pattern, but when he made a quick turn, he suffered the injury that 
required surgery and sidelined him for the remainder of the schedule. 
He’s back this year with no trace of injury. Johnny‘s 336 passes for 
4,828 yards in nine seasons rank him first among all-time Bears and 
tenth on the list of the NFL‘s active pass receivers. In 1964, he set a 
single season record of 93 passes. A running back when he first came 
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to the Bears, he was shifted to flanker in 1962 and has become one of 
NFL's finest at the position. He was all-NFL in 1964 and twice, has been 
with West All Stars in the Pro Bowl. Morris’ coach at University of 
California at Santa Barbara was Ed Cody, one-time Bears’ player who 
has been on coaching staff since 1965. Offseason home: Winnetka. 


TERRY OAKES DE 6’3” 247 San Francisco State Ist Season 
Joined Bears; 1967, D-15 Born: 2-26-'44, Santa Cruz, Cal, 

All-Far Western Conference defensive lineman Terry Oakes had a 
banner senior year as he figured in 73 tackles, blocked seven passes 
while rushing the passer and had two fumble recoveries. His defensive 
point total of 137 was third high on the defensive squad while his 
blocked passes and his assisted tackles were first in their respective 
categories. Offseason home: Santa Cruz. 


RICHIE PETITBON DB 6’3” 208 Tulane 9th Season 
Joined Bears: 1959, D-2 Born: 4-18-’38, New Orleans 

Petitbon’s 30 interceptions for 552 yards return are a career high 
for the Bears and he is sixth among active NFL interceptors, trailing 
only Bob Boyd (43) and Don Shinnick (33) of Baltimore; Erich Barnes, 
Cleveland, and Dick Lebeau, Detroit, (each 32); and Willie Wood (31) 
Green Bay. Three of Petitbon’s interceptions have gone for touchdowns— 
101 yards against Los Angeles in 1962; 66 against Detroit in 1963; 
and 33 against Baltimore in 1959, He was all-NFL defensive back in 
1963 and has been with the West in the Pro Bowl three times. Petitbon, 
a quarterback at Tulane, was converted into a defensive back with 
the Bears. Offseason home: Metairie, La. 


LOYD PHILLIPS DE 6’3” 240 Arkansas Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, D-1 Born: 5-2-’45, Fort Worth, Tex. 

Phillips is another in an impressive series of linemen who have 
been Bears’ no. 1 choices at NFL player selection meetings. He bears 
distinctive credentials—first Arkansas player to be unanimously a major 
all-America choice two straight years; first to be all-Southwest Confer- 
ence three straight times; winner of the Outland Trophy as the out- 
standing interior linemen of 1966. Including his freshman year, Phillips 
played in 34 winning games with only three defeats. Statistically, his 
three-year varsity record shows 117 unassisted tackles; 193 assists; nine 
passes broken up and nine opponents fumbles recovered or caused. He 
also threw opposing backs for 210 yards loss. Offseason home: Long- 
view, Tex. 
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BRIAN PICCOLO RB 6’ 205 Wake Forest 3rd Season 
Joined Bears: 1965, F.A. Born: 10-21-'43, Pittsfield, Mass. 
After being forced to sit out the entire 1965 season because of a 
leg injury suffered in practice for the American Football Coaches 
Association All Star game at Buffalo, Piccolo saw some action as a 
reserve running back last year. At Wake Forest in 1964, he was the 
nation’s collegiate leader in rushing and scoring with 1,044 yards on 
252 tries, a 4.14 average; and 111 points on 17 touchdowns and nine 
conversions. He fumbled only once. Offseason home: Chicago. 


BOB PICKENS T 6'4” 258 Nebraska Ist Season 
Joined Bears: 1967, D-3 for '66 Born: 2-2-'43, Evanston, Ill. 
Pickens, selected as a redshirt or future a year ago, was an all- 
state lineman at Evanston high school who enrolled at Wisconsin and 
got in one varsity campaign before transferring to Nebraska where he 
was a regular on offense in 1966. Representing the United States in 
Greco-Roman wrestling in the 1964 Olympics, he finished fifth, highest 
any American ever placed in the event. Offseason home: Evanston.

Purnell is another free agent find who took over the regular right 
linebacker spot last season and wound up with 71 unassisted tackles, 
second only to Dick Butkus’ 79. Purnell’s busiest afternoon was against 
the San Francisco Forty Niners when he had nine unassisted tackles and 
assisted on nine others.

MIKE PYLE C 6’3” 250 Yale 7th Season

As a durable athlete, Pyle rates with the best of the NFL centers. 
Except for a five-game span early in 1964 when an ankle injury idled 
him, the offensive co-captain has been singularly free from absenteeism. 
Up to that time, he had never missed even one minute of offensive play 
through New Trier high school and Yale University or with the Bears, 
for whom he started 45 straight games, including the 1963 world 
championship victory. An ankle injury kept him out of the Cardinals’ 
game in 1965 while last season, he sat out the season opener at 
Detroit because of a leg injury but in 13 games, he got into 786 plays.

The twenty-second annual Armed Forces Benefit game, matching the Bears 
and the St. Louis Cardinals at Soldier Field Friday night, Sept. 1, marks the twelfth 
straight time it's sponsored by the Chicago Publishers Association (Chicago’s Ameri- 
can, The Daily News, The Sun-Times and The Tribune). 

Sharing in the proceeds are Army Emergency Relief, the Navy Relief Society 
and the Air Force Aid Society, all official agencies that provide financial assistance 
to service-men and to widows or orphans of service-men needing it. Since 1946, 
the series has raised $937,494.45. 

The inaugural in 1946 resulted from a meeting in Washington attended by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, then Army Chief of Staff; Admiral Chester K. Nimitz; General 
Ira Eaker, General Carl Spaatz, George S$. Halas and Ralph Cannon, then sports 
editor of The Chicago Herald-American which sponsored the game in 1946 and 
1947. The Sun-Times assumed sponsorship from 1949 through 1954 and in 1955, 
the four Chicago metropolitan daily newspapers joined in its direction, 

In 1953, President Eisenhower authorized presentation of a trophy to the out- 
standing player in every game, selected by sports writers, radio and TV broad- 
casters. Of 15 winners, including two Bears who tied in 1960, seven have been 
representatives of visiting teams. No one has ever won it twice.
